UDGH GILBERT, of the United States Circuit 


Court gave an important decision lately in Sair- 


Francisco in the mining case of the St. Louis Min- 
ing and Milling Company of Montana and William 
Magger appellants, vs. Montana Mining Company. 
Tne decision while reaffirming the rule that a min- 
er may follow the dip of his vein beyond the side 
lines of his claim, clearly defines his rights to with- 
in the vein. 
He-must not cross the sidelines of an- 


other man's claim to reach his vein. 
In other 


words, he can follow his vien wherever it goes, but 
hs must not leave. it to explore for connection 
through another man's claim. 
Here are some of 


the points made by the court: 


Plaintiff is the owner of the St. Louis lode min- 


ing claim, and the Montana Mining Co., limited, is 
the owner of the Nine Hour lode mining claim. 
Appellants were proceeding to drift a tunnel 260 
fe;t under ground horizontally from the St. Louis 
claim eastward and into the Nine Hour claim for 
the purpose of reaching the mining lode which had 
its apex in the St. Louis claim and which they had 
a right to pursue in its downward course as it pass- 
ed from its dip to the eastward within their side 
lines into the Nine Hour claim. It was stipulated 
that the tunnel, if projected in the course in which 
it was being drifted, would reach a vein or lode 
which had its apex within the St. Louis claim and 
that within the course of its progress there would 
be encountered no other vein, lode or ledge. 
Tne 


appellant were enjoined from proceeding with the 
work. 


The case involves the interesting 
question 


whether the owner of a mining claim, who has a 
right to pursue beyond the side lines of his claim a 
a vein or lode which has its apex within his own 
claim, is confined in his route of exploration within 
or upon the vein itself and is without authority to 
Otherwise enter an adjoining claim. 
There is no 


warrant for saying that they have any peneral 
right of exploration within land on an adjoining 
patented claim whether upon or below the surface. 
Tae right of exploration is given for the purpose of 
making discoverg of minerals. Of what avail would 
the right of exploration be if no benefit could be 
obtained 
from 
discovery 
made thereby ? 
The 


•ground covered by a subsisting valid mineral loca- 
tion is open to exploration only by the owner there- 
of. The statute gives the appellants the right to 
follow the vein which they are seeking to reach by 
the tunnel, but it confers up.>n them no right to ap- 
proach it from any point other than the vein or lorte 
itself. 


A patent when issued is n grant of land with all 


of the rights incident to common law ownership. 
In addition to the land there is the right to pursue 
such vein, lode and ledge, extra , laterally in ca»e 
they depart from the perpendicular and extend be- 
yond the side lines of the claim. 'The decree of the 
court below is affirmed.

IRRIGATION

IN THE WEST 


Eastern People are Being 


Educated on this 


Great Question. 


The following is from the San- Fran- 


cisco Call: 


Representative Newlands of Nevada 


has contributed to the New York Times 
an Instructive article on "Irrigation in 
the West," which will doubtless have 
a good effect in educating Eastern pub- 
lic opinion on the subject. 
Mr. New- 


lands, from his long service in Wash- 
ington, is 
familiar with 
objections 


made by Eastern Representatives to 
the policy of irrigation, and 
he is 


therefore able to direct his argument 
especially to the points on which the 
East needs enlightenment. In that re- 
spect his article is a valuable contri- 
bution to the discussion of the subject 
and may prove even more effective 
:han a speech in the House Itself. 


The first issue with which the writer 


deals is that raised by the question, 
'What right has the West to demand 
Government aid in this matter?" He 
answers simply that the Government is 
he owner of almost all the arid lands, 
mving in its possession of arid and 
semi-arid lands upward of 600,000,000 
acres; tha^ it is the du'y of the Qov- 


rnment to fit this land for settlement 
and cultivaion by conserving the snow 
and flood waters 
and 
constructing 


such ditches and canals as are neces- 
ary to bring water within reach of 
.ettlers. 
In making such 
improve- 


ments the 
Government will not 
be 


vastlng money, nor giving it away, for 
he lands when improved will be more 
•aluable than in their present condi- 
ion. 
Moreover, the work cannot be 


ffectively or economically done 
by 


>rivate oartles. It is therefore strict- 
y a governmental task, one which is 
n the truest sense national, since it 
vill benefit the East as well as 
the 


West. 


Noting the Eastern objection to vei- 


ns' money out of the national treasury 
or the enterprise, Mr. Newlands says 
he bill now pending before Congress 
irovides for establishing an arid land 
eclamation fund out of the receipts 
rom sales of lands in the arid region, 
and adds. 
"In this way a revolving 


und is created out of the sale of the 
ands reclaimed, which is applied to 
new work, and thus, in the end, the 
West will reclaim itself. 
The Secret- 


ry of the Interior can make no con- 
ract for inigation works unless the 
noneys therefor are in the fund. Thus 
he arid region will be reclaimed with- 
tut taxation of the general public." 


One of the points upon which the 


Eastern people most need enlighten- 
ment is that relating to the effect the 
tpenlng up of the new area for home- 
eekers will have upon Eastern farm- 
rs. 
Over and over again it has been 


said that the irrigation of arid lands 
rill serve no other purpose than that 
f 
encouraging competition to the 


East and injuring Eastern landed in- 
erests. 
Upon that issue Mr. New- 


ands says: "It might as well be con- 
ended that the people of the original 
hlrteen States suffered from Western 
evelopmnt as that the eighty millions 
f people now occupying this country 


1 suffer from the development of 


he arid region. The arid region will 
imply furnish a market for Eastern 
manufactures and Eastern products. 
t will not compete with the Eastern 
r Middle Western farms, because in 
he northern part of the arid region 
ultivation will be confined almost en- 
irely to alfalfa, which is very useful 
n the fattening of cattle, and in the 
outhern region 
cultivation will 
be 


onflned large ly to the citrus fruits 
nd other products of a semi-tropical 
haracter. It has only to be borne in 
mind that the entire area capable of 
eclamation does not exceed 60,000,000 
ores, and that this area will only 
qual the area of the two States of 
o\va and Illinois. 
If a nation of a 


ew millions of, people did not suffer 
rom the development of Ion a and II- 
iois, how can it be contended for a 
-noment that a country with 80,000,000 


•f people can suffer from the develop- 
ment of the arid region?"
